Kennedy  Sends  Congress 
Vast  Resource  Program 

WASHINGTON,  Feb.  23  (UPI)— President  Kennedy 
sent  Congress  today  a vast  natural  resources  program  to 
protect  and  develop  the  nation’s  lifeblood  supplies  of  water, 
land,  forests  and  minerals. 

Kennedy  put  into  a special  message  proposals  ranging 
from  purification  of  big  city  air  to  the  de-salting- of  ocean 
water  for  drinking  and  industrial  use. 

HE  WARNED  that  unless  wise  broad-scale  action  is 
taken  “we  will  be  in  trouble  within  a short  time.” 

The  President  announced  actions  his  administration 
would  take  and  said  what  he  would  like  Congress  to  do.  Ad- 
ministration officials  said  no  price  tag  could  be  affixed  to 
the  over-all  program  until  legislation  is  proposed  for  specific, 
programs. 

IN  ITS  BROAD  framework,  it  was  obvious  that  many 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  would  be  involved.  For  ex- 
ample, Kennedy  called  for  enactment  of  legislation  “along 
the  general  lines”  of  a bill  which  would  provide  $1,25  bil- 
lion over  10  years  to  expand  federal  assistance  for  water 
pollution  control. 


LDS  Scientist 
Voices  Views 

“The  gospel  is  true  in  the  same 
way  that  science  is  true;  it  works 
and  will  bring  happiness  now 
and  in  the  hereafter.” 

THESE  WERE  the  words  of 
noted  LDS  scientist  Dr.  Henry 
Eyring  who  spoke  at  devotional 
services  Wednesday. 

He  implied  that  we  should 
simply  accept  the  gospel  as  true 
and  not  be  concerned  with  such 
problems  as  the  age  of  the  earth, 
whether  Adam  had  parents,  and 
whether  denying  the  priesthood 
to  Negroes  is  unjust.  He  claimed 
that  he  has  no  problems  in  re- 
gard to  these  questions;  they  do 
not  matter  because  they  are  not 
essential  parts  of  the  gospel. 

THE  THREE  sources  by  which 
Eyring  said  he  knows  that  the 
gospel  is  true  are  prayer,  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  the  pragmatic 
test.  The  latter  refers  to  the 
scientific  method  of  determining 
truth — if  experiments  prove  that 
it  works,  it  is  truth.  Likewise, 
religious  truth  may  be  discerned 
by  putting  it  to  the  test — “by 
living  the  gospel.”

Of  God,  Man  and  Space 


(In  connection  with  Engineering  Week 
being  obseiwed  on  campus  we  reprint  the  fol- 
lowing address  given  at  a spring  meeting  of 
the  American  Rocket  Society  in  Washington 
D.C.  by  Dr.  Werhner  von  Braun,  one  of  Ameri- 
ca's leading  rocket  scientists.) 


. . . Our  present,  sometimes  seemingly  hopeless, 
political  impasse  with  the  government  behind  the  Iron 
curtain  shows  us  with  frightening  clarity  that  all  of 
man’s  scientific  and  engineering  efforts  are  in  vain  un- 
less they  are  performed  and  utilized  within  a framework 
of  ethical  standards  commensurate  with  the  magnitude 
of  the  scope  of  the  technological  revolution.  The  more 
technology  advances,  the  more  fateful  will  be  its  im- 
pact on  humanity. 

If  the  world’s  ethical  standards  fail  to  rise  with  the 
advances  of  our  Technological  Revolution,  we  shall  all 
perish.  Let  us  remember  that  in  the  horse-and-buggy 
days  nobody  got  hurt  if  the  coachman  had  a drink  too 
many.  In  our  times  of  high-powered  automobiles,  how- 
ever, that  same  drink  may  be  fatal. 


The  successful  release  of  atomic  energy  presented 
mankind  in  one  neat  package,  a simple  choice  between 
hundfeds  of  cheap  electrical  slaves  for  everybody— and 
universal  destruction.  With  the  rocket-  the  technical 
differences  involved  are  even  less.  Any  ballistic  missile 
capable  of  carrying  a nuclear  bomb  over  an  intercon- 
tinental range  can  be  modified  to  carry  a few'  instru- 
ments to  tlie  moon.  In  both  cases  the  question  of  which 
of  the  two  loads  will  ultimately  be  placed  into  the  nose 
of  such  a missile  is  not  the  in  the  hands  of  the  scien- 
tists or  engineer  who  builds  the  rocket.  It  is  solely  de- 
pendent on  what  ethical  standards  will  prevail  in  the 
world  in  times  of  crisis. 


Technology  and  ethics  are  sisters.  While  tech- 
nology controls  the  forces  of  nature  around  us,  ethics 
controls  the  forces  of  nature  within  us.  But  while  tech- 
nology is  a mere  150  years  old,  the  problem  of  ethics 
have  occupied  the  minds  of  the  greatest  thinkers  on 
the  planet  for  several  thousands  of  years. 


I think  it  is  a fair  assumption  that  the 
without  amendments,  to  cope  with  all  the  prob- 
lems the  technological  revolution  not  only  has 
brought  up,  but  wrill  bring  up  in  the  future. 
The  real  problem  is  not  a lack  in  ethical  legisla- 
tion, but  a lack  in  day-to-day  ethical  guidance 
and  control. 


Prior  to  the  Renaissance  the  church  applied  this 
tight  individual  guidance  to  emperor  and  beggar  alike. 
But  when  science  freed  itself  from  the  bonds  of  religious 
dogma,  thus  opening  the  way  for  tlie  technological 
revolution,  the  church  also  lost  much  of  its  influence  on 
the  ethical  conduct  ofmian. 


It  has  been  frequently  stated  tliat  scientific  en- 
lightenment and  religious  l)elief  are  incompatible.  I con- 
sider it  one  of  the  greatest  tragedies  of  our  times  that 
this  equally  stupid  and  dangerous  error  is  so  widely 
believed.  But  it  is  easy  to  see  why  many  people  fall 
for  it.  We  instill  in  our  children  a tremendous  amount 
of  what  we  call  factual  knowledge,  but  we  deny  them 
knowledge  of  what  we  do  know:  “You  can’t  teach 
what  you  don’t  know  yourself,”  is  tlie  cheap  excuse. 
But  by  not  telling  the  children  about  nature’s  mysteries, 
its  infinite  number  of  unexplained  and  unexplainable 
miracles,  we  deny  them  the  most  important  dowry  for 
their  future  life,  humility. 


■ . . . Nature  around  us  still  harbors  many  thousands 
more  times  unsolved  than  solved  mystries  and  for  all 
our  scientific  enlightenment  we  know  more  mysteries  to- 
day than  wlien  the  technological  revolution  began.  So 
there  is  no  reason  why  God  cannot  retain  the  same  po- 
sition in  our  modern  world  that  He  held  before  the  na- 
tural sciences  began  to  pierce  through  tlie  w'alls  of 
dogma  erected  by  the  church. 


Science  and  scientist  should  put  this  simple  but 
widely  unknown  truth  across  to  iieople  everywhere. 
With  all  the  modern  means  at  our  disi>osal,  with  schools, 
television,  we  should  tell  the  contrary;  they  belong  to- 
gether. For  only  with  God  reinstated  in  the  heart  of  the 
W'orld  will  He  furnish  mankind,  its  leader  tlie  etliical 
guidance  through  the  dangers  and  -pitfalls  of  the  tech- 
nological revolution. 


...  It  is  the  ultimate  objective  of  our  great  techn- 
ological revolution  to  free  man  from  the  slavery  of  heavy 
physical  labor,  to  elevate  mankind  from  its  liistorical 
bondage  to  a race  of  masters,  in  w’hose  service  toils 
an  army  of  mechanical  and  electrical  slaves. 


This  liberation  through  technology*  will  enable  man 
to  devote  more  time  to  think  and  to  dream.  It  will  raise 
all  our  civilizations  to  levels  never  before  attained  in 
human  .history.  Space  flights  will  free  man  from  his 
remaining  clmins,  the  chains  of  gravity  which  still  open 
to  him  the  gates  of  heaven.

MARS  Is  Here 

“Marsgrams”  are  written  on 
a form  similar  to  modern  tele- 
gram blanks.  They  may  be  sent 
from  any  station  in  the  system 
to  any  other  station  and  rapidly 
delivered. 

THE  PRIMARY  mission  of 
MARS  is  to  supplement  regular 
communications  systems  in  the 
event  of  a local  disaster  or  na- 
tional emergency.  Its  facilities 
are  thrown  open  to  detachment 
members  and  to  the  public  in 
order  to  create  interest  and  to 
promote  training  in  military 
radio  communications. 

The  local  MARS  station. 
AG7FDA,  is  directed  by  Capt. 
Fred  Childs  of  the  local  Air 
Force  Reserve  unit.  Student  op- 
erators in  the  corps  are  Cadets 
2nd  Lt.  Joe  Lindsey,  Capt.  Carl 
Johnson  and  Capt.  Lewis  Suth- 
erland. 

AG7FDA  operates  on  a fre- 
quency of  7832.5  kilocycles, 
which  is  outside  the  frequen- 
cies included  in  the  amateur 
bands.  In  the  jargon  of  Federal 
Communications  Commission  it 
is  a ‘‘602”  station,  which  means 
that  it  is  a military  amateur  sta- 
tion as  differentiated  from  the 
civilian  affiliates  of  MARS.  It 
is  one  of  four  “602”  stations  in 
Utah.

"I  DIDN’T  WANT  TO  BE  STOCKPILED” 


When  Loren  Gergens  was  working  for  his 
B.S.  degree  in  Business  Administration  at.  the 
University  of  Denver,  he  had  definite  ideas  about 
the  kind  of  job  he  wanted  to  land.  He  was  de- 
termined to  profit  from  the  experience  of  several 
of  his  friends  who  had  accepted  promising  jobs 
only  to  find  themselves  in  "manpower  poojs”— 
waiting  to  be  pulled  into  a responsible  position. 
"I  didn’t  want  to  be  stockpiled,”  Loren  says. 
“That’s  no  way  to  stai’t.” 

As  a senior,  Loren  talked  to  twelve  companies 
and  joined  The  Mountain  States  Telephone  & 
Telegraph  Company,  an  associated  company  of 
the  Bell  Telephone  System. 

From  his  first  day  challenges  were  thrown  at 
him  thick  and  fast.  First,  he  supervised  a group 
of  service  representatives  who  handle  the  com- 
munications needs  of  telephone  customers.  Then 


he  served  as  manager  of  several  telephone  busi- 
ness offices.
